WASHIMJTOX, January IS.—Following 


is a synopsis of the brilliant and inter- 
esting speech delivered in tho United 
States senate yesterday by Senator Wol- 
cott. It waa strongly commended by 
his colleagues, irrespective of party: 


Mr. Wolcott introduced hia subject hy 


saving he was glad to make a statement 
respiting certain phases of the work of 
the recent bimetallic commission, but in 
so doing he apobo unofficially, not com- 
miting hie associates in the slightest de- 
gree either to his opinions or deduc- 
tions. 


"Later in the sepsion," he eaid "we 


are certain to have ample discussion on 
the subject of silver and it will probably 
be acrid aud bitier enongh." 


Taking up the subject of his remarks, 


he eaid that when congress met ft year 
ago, soon after the national election, 
there was an universal expression by 
tho Rspublican membership in the 
senate that the pledge of the party in its 
St. Louis platform to promote inter- 
national bimetallism by every means in 
its power waa an undertaking to be faith- 
fully carried out without evasion or do- 
lay. Ho then gave an account of the 
appointment of the committee, saying 
that all three of ita members were 
staunch himetallista. 


"Our views were," h« Htxiil, "known 


to tho President before our appointment. 
There was not one of us who did not and 
does not now believe tho. financial ques- 
tion overshadows ell others and that 
continued adhesion to tbe pingln gold 
standard meaua unly disaster to our 
agricultural and commercial intarsats." 


The commission had, ho said, in ita

dor at the court of St. Jamea. Further 
than this, from the day of firet entering 
upon the fuiflllment of our dntios until 
now the President of the United fltBtea 
has extended to the commission hia un- 
swerving support in all. its efforts to 
bring about an international agreement 
There haa been no moment that we have 
not known that back of our efforts was 
the earnest desire of the chief executive 
to carry out in ita integrity the provi- 
sions of the platform of tbe Republics 
party pledging it to every effort to bring 
about an international bimetallic agree 
ineiit.

allism, and favoring tho permanent 
adoption of the gold standard.

The power will he pent over the trans- 


mission line at a presanro of 19,000 
volta. This iu a very high voltage, and 
is the latest method of sending power 
a long distance without great loss. Un- 
der the old method of sending power 
there wag so much loss that long dis- 
tance linos were not practicable. 


The electricity will not be utilized at 


Buch high voltage, but on its coming 
into the sub-stations at Hanford aud 
Selma will paes through what is called a 
otop-dowu machine and then be ready 
for use.

Ample pow- 
ers should be eiv°n to railroad commis- 
sions, and a perusal of section 22 of arti- 
cle XII of the Constitution of California 
will convince tbe reader tbat the com- 
miasioners of this state have no causa 
for coin plaiu t on this score. 


The Railroad Commiaaioners of Cali- 


fornia have tiie power, and it is thei: 
duty, to establish ratoa of charge for the 
transportation of paeaeuRers and freight 
by railroad or other *ra"iportation com- 
panies; to examine the baoke, records 
and papers of such companies; to hear 
and determino complaints against rail- 
road and 
other transportation com- 


panies, to send for persons and papsra, 
to administer osthe, take testimony, and 
punish fnr contempt of their orders and 
processes, in the same manner and to 
the same extent aa courts of record, find 
enforce their decisions and correct abuses 
through the medium of the court?. 
Said commtsaioners ehill also prescribe 
a uniform system of accouuta to he kept 
by all such corporations and companies,

damages. The leRislfltnre may, in td- 
dition to any penalties preecribed in thie 
section, enforce it by forfeiture of char- 
ter or otherwise, and may coafereuch 
further powera on the commisaionera as 
eball be necessary to enable them to psr- 
form their dmien. 


These provisions are certainly clear 


enough and it will seem to most people 
tbat the Commissioners should ba able 
to accomplish a pood deal tinder them. 
If they have failed it was either because 
of their own lack of energy or the friend- 
liness of the courte towards the rail- 
roads, or both. In tho case complained 
of hy the Commissioners the courts 
seem to be to blame, though it by no 
means appears that the CommiaBionere 
have diflpiayed the energy or persistence 
they should have dene. Let tho respon- 
sibility for the failure to carry out the 
plain proviflions of tho constitution be 
fixed, and then let the people wait for 
the opportunity to punish their unfaith- 
ful eervante — be they Commipeionerfi, 
Superior Judaea or Supremo Judge.*. If, 
however, there are defects in the law, 
let them ba remedied at the earliest .op- 
portunity and, if necessary, amplify the 
powera of the Commissioners.

The negro waa gone, and the 
theory that wai generally accepted at 
tho inqueet was that the negro had 
robbed Russell, and tbo latter had met 
hia death while punming the fellow, 
leaving the county ioad to drive after 
him. 


The colored man and the banter 


parted company enmewhere between the 
POBO ranch aud Russell's cabin, which 
are about two and a heU milea apart. 
The two were observed to naea the Poso 
rannh. They were senn them by a man 
named Bradley, and it was just growing 
dark, then. After passing tho ranch 
mentioned the wagon left the county 
road and followed the creek for a littio 
distance, '* hereupon the vehicle a^ain 
took the highway.

earnestly desired by the taipayers along 
the route. These roads are not easily 
kept in repair, owing to the lack of 
proper material with which to cotntract 
them. The soil of which the roads have 
to be made is generally iieht and Bandy 
and easily cut up and displaced by hsavy 
teams, ttms necessitating constant at- 
tention to keep them pasaame. I can 
easily aee that if the number of miles of 
road, worked bv the county, were re- 
duced, that more permanent and better 
roade conld be hnilt 
But the taxpayers ; 


of the county require roade over which i 
to haul their produce, and are constantly 
demanding that they be kept in repair, 
and in reaponsn to this demand the 
money is expended. To concentrate the 
work on a few roade, with a view to per- 
manency, would require the neglectinc of 
other reads to which the taxpayers de- 
mand attention. Bnt T most not in- 
trade upon your upace with a tbeais on 
roada and road building. Tt?e difficul- 
tiaa mentioned are well understood by 
every one. aud it has been my endeavor 
to build the best roada over the great 
mileage, in my district, that could be 
built under the'circumstances. 


It ia not true that the roada in my 


district have been plowed up in (be 
BpriDE and early Hammer, thus causing 
useless and unnecessary expense, and 
this statement seems to me to be wil- 
fnlly ialee, for the reason that ilr. 
Fer- 


guson truvels over Borne of theae roads 
and known the contrary to be true. 


With regard to the amount drawn by 


W. W. Ward of Kinneburg 1 desire to 
eay that Mr. Ferguson h&s either been 
preatly imposed upon by the parson irho 
i -at him the alleffed certified copy, or 
r .^6 he has wilfully "misrepresented the 


Assuming that the amount mentioned 


is the true amount which appeara to 
have been drawn by Mr. Ward, the 
writer of that letter could have eaeil? 
ascertained that the amount did not go 
into Mr. Ward's pocket. The work 
done upon the road Is performed hy 
many individuals, farmers, etc., along 
the line of the road being built or re- 
paired. Tbuae bills are presented to 
Mr. Ward, whoae business it is to work 
on the road and superintend the work 
of others. The bill is presented to the 
Board of Supervisors by Mr. Ward with 
the vouchers of thone performing the 
labor and furnishing the teams, and tho 
money is paid to them in accordance 
with the amount of labor performed. It 
is not true that Mr. Ward has received 
the sum mentioned by Mr. Ferguson to 
hie own private account. Whateverthe 
true amount drawn by Ward may be 
he baa not received w his own personal 
account for labor and teams furnished 
to exceed 23 per cent of the same. I 
have not had the time to verify the fig- 
ures given in Mr. Ferguson's letter, nor 
to estimate the amount Ward has re- 
ceived personally, but 1 deem the above 
statement to bs very conservative. 


The statement made in Mr. Ward'B 


case is true in that of Mr. Kerr and Mr. 
Pratt. While the bills are filed in a 
bnnch in the names of these men, the 
money drawn is paid to the individuals 
performing the labor. 


Ae to the statement made by your cor- 


respondent a boat my "having the rheek 
to appear, «=ith my henchmen before 
the Farmers' Intitule held in Selma 
and very innocently ask what the farm- 
ers wanted us to do in regard to fixing 
certain Bandy roads," I h«v<j thie toaay:

between the West Sida and the East 
Side whera the soil ia adapted to the 


lisiog of eu-.-ar beef?. A large acreage 


of semi-alkali lands is valuable for sugar 
beet purpose?. They are lamle that will 
wear wel! ar.d bear heavy crops of sncar 
beeta. 


Fresno rcCJ«nizas the fact that UaH- 


fornia is becoming the ceutar of the 
sugar bent production. Our climatic 
coudition is such that it gives ua a big 
advantage over the states beyond the 
Sierras for tho profitable raising of the 
beeta and their manufacture into sugar. 
We have a longer season, the absence of 
injurious rains ami frosts besides other 
favorable natural conditions. 


"Tbe percentage of sugar in the beota 


raised in California ia higher thanjn 
those grown elsewhere, eveu in the Eu- 
ropean countries. Those things which 
I bave spoken of make the sugar-beet 
question one of great importance to the 
farmers of Freano county."

Tracklaying Towards Bakers- 


field—To Commence Work at 


Stockton Soon. 


Prominent officiate of the Valley rond, 


ou a tour of inspection, visited Fresno 
for a Jew houra yesterday. Iii the party 
were Divtelon Superintendent A. D. 
Schindler, General SuparintenJsntW.B; 
Storey, Firat and Second Vice-Preai- 
dents Robert Watt and Captain II. Pay- 
son, Assistant Superintendent Ruther- 
ford and Captain Ward of the Baldwin 
Lccomotive Works. Secretary Alexan- 
der Mackie, who is on hia monthly tour, 
also accompanied the party. The offi- 
uala went over the road to Visalia yes- 
terday afternoon. They will return to 
Fresno thia morning and make the trip 
from here to the end of the road bolow 
Hanford. 


Tho track for the Bakerefleld exten- 


sion baa been laid seven inilea eouth 
into JCern county. Grading hag been 
finished to within a few miles of Bakers- 
field and it ia expected tiiat trains will 
be running into that city before the loth 
of .March. 


By February 20th work on the eiten 


sion from Stockton to tidewater at Point 
Richmond will bo begun. Experimenta 
are1 being made with a view to crossing 
the tule Bsaiup bet7:9911 Stockton Ant 
Byron. The marsh ia eis miles across 
and very boggy. Bundles of willows are 
first laid upon the line where it is pro- 
possd to make an embankment and it is 
believed that this will enable the con- 
trnctorn to hnild a substantial roadbed 
Oouiractor McDougald has built 400 or 
500 feet of roadbed In this manner and 
the effect upon the quagmire underneath 
will be observed with considerable in- 
terest. If the caissons do not prevent 
the embankment from sinking some 
other method of crossing the swamp 
will be tried. Parties who have been 
working on the job eay that the success 
of the experiment ia doubtful. A pole 
i wenty feet or more in length can easily 
be pushed down into themncky ground. 


Two new locomotives were received 


from the Eaat by the Valley road this 
week and two additional locomotives 
and 100 cara will be delivered in a few 
daye. The company will have on the 
arrival ot its new rolling stock fourteen 
locomotives, 200 boxcars, 100 cattle care 
150 flat cara, and ten passenger and bag- 
zsge cars. With this equipment Vice 
President Watt is of the opinion that 
the company can handle its business for 
the coming year. 


In speaking of the poaaibility of con- 


necting with the Santa Fo, Vice Presi- 
dent Watt recently aaid: 


"I auppoee no overland line would 


want to tie up with oar road until it is 
in successful operation from San Fran- 
cisco to Bakerafield. Thia will be an ac- 
complished fact with in the next two 
years. At that time the logic of the sit- 
uation would Beam to warrant the be- 
lief that the Santa Fe, now terminating 
at Mojave, would desire to connect with 
usatBnkerafield. There have been no 
neuotiatinnH, thus far, with that object 
iu view.'* 
Mr. Watt saya that at the present 


time there ia no prospect of tho cora- 
pany BBHkiug or obtaining an entrance 
into and through Oakland.

SAX EKRXAKIHKO, January 17.—Judges 


Odter and Campbell oi the superior court 
today delivered a remarkable charge to 
tho grand jury .'just empaneled, which 
calla into question tho ceaerftl utility ol 
that function of the body politic. It 
reads in part as follows: 


"Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: The 


constitution of the Btate of California re- 
quires) that the grand jury ahall be 
drawn and Eumuioned at least once a 
year in each county. In theee manda- 
tory provisions liea tho only necessity 
known to ue for calling you together at 
all. We believe tho sentiment to be 
very general in this state that tho pres- 
ent grand jury system naa outlived itB 
usefulness and that its continuance is a 
needless burden on the taxpayers of the 
commonwealth. 


"No doubt it has in the past per- 


formed valuable functions in the admin- 
istration of criminal law, but this con- 
eideration appeals rather toantiquarinnfl 
and students of political history than to 
the property owner seeking relief from 
heavy taxation. These same functions 
can now.be performed with leas eiponee, 
efficiency, aud more in accordance witb 
the spirit of our institutions by the Dia- 
trlct Attorney, aided by Die examining 
magistrate aad the machinery of mod- 
ernized criminal jurisprudoncu alruiuly 
established.

The buyer* pxpsried r-ii^ioe 10 co lower 
and did business on this I'aai?, alter tho 
bre-b in tbe marl-:at, eannrini! only 
enough Rowlfi to supply their customers 
in the rethil ImaineBE. 


"The eastern markets arc compara- 


tively b.-irw ol raising, according to my 
observation a. Tne supply on hand is 
not large, Imt there seema to be no epec- 
ulotiva demand. Jobbers buy only as 
the goods are called for liy the retail 
trade. There is B general impression 
that tbe demand will be better during 
February and March. 


"Buyers through competition with 


poor raising have beeu forced to make 
reductions on f.o.b. shipments. Tbe 
goods received are subject to inspection 
on Bach shipments and the price of first- 
class raisins were forced down iu tbie 
way. The jobbers would aeEume that 
the tiosda were damajrad.&nd therefore 
the shipper would be forced to accept n 
lower price. 


"I am not enthusiastic over the ont- 


look for higher prices, but believe that 
the market will remain iirm at the 
present figures, It is pretty hard to tell 
anything; About tbe raiein business, and 
I would not want to say that thero were 
proapectafor tetter prices. The eastern 
market IB bare, and I think perhaps _ 
and 3-crown raising may increaee in 
price. 


"The crop of '97 will all he required 


before tbe new crop is in and the price 
might be advanced by a concerted effort 
on tbe part of tho holders. 


"The dried fruit market was dull and 


the demand for the lower grades ot fruit 
seems to be qaite >:ood, although tha 
prices are lower than the sellers are will- 
ing to accept. 


"I did not have time to loot into tbe 


retail trade, but the conentaor, 1 under- 
etflud, baa to pay about double wbat he 
ahoulu with raiaiue wholesaling at pres- 
ent prices. If the retailers would re- 
dnce their prices the demand would be 
increased lo Fiich an exlent that raisins 
would command a better ptice.

Dr. S. L. Chapman, M. W. Parker 


and A, M. Highrabedian filed locations 
on two gold mining claims yesterday. 
One claim ia known as the Flock aud the 
other the '98. The claims are adjacent 
to each other end located iu the AVattS 
Valley neighborhood. The parties firo 
all resiJcQta of Froauo and thay believe 
tliat they have mado a rick strike. 


"The Flock claim is composed cf a 30- 


fcot ledge of calico quartz," paid Dr. 
Chapman to a REPPISUCAN repsrter yes. 
terday, "and wo are satisfied that fine 
gold permeates tha whrtJe Icil^o. 


'Tho Watts Vftlley placard i'ave bien 


worked over several tiuK;? and a great 
deal of gold taken out.

Owing lo otlior matters requiring my at- 
tention I waa anable to develop the 
property. 


"We believe from assays of quartz
